Premier Josef Stalin has. ruled that “class 
warfare” must be stepped up, a high Soviet spokes- 
man said in Moscow today. And he added that 


“secret enemies” of the 


Russian people. must be 


eliminated — a plain hint of mass purges to come. 
Mr Nikolai Mikhailov, one of the younger] 
men promoted to top leadership at the. Communist}. 
Party .Congress last October, quoted Stalin’s 
directive in a speech commemorating the death in 
1924 of Lenin, founder of the Soviet state. : 
He told a packed gathering of Communist 
leaders in Moscow's famed Bolshoi Theatre that 
Stalin had “exploded the theory that the class war 
would peter out as the Communist regime became 
stronger and Soviet society more and more class- 


less.” 


The messoge was broadcast to 
the rworld by Moscow Radio. 
Reviewing international affairs, 
Mikhailov reiterated the ore. 
viously expressed Soviet view 
that a new World war would 
“Inevitably lead to the collapse of 
the whole world capitalist 
fyytom,” . ; 
He added: “Let the imperialist 
schome:s who are drawing up 
e against the 
the lesson of

operation” of the Soctolist and 
capitalist worlds.on the .basis of 
the {eachings of Lenin, ‘founder 
of the Soviet state. 

But he alleged that the 
United States was determined 
to carry on with her : “war 
Plans.” 

If the Americans really want- 
ed peace, he said, “why do they 
oppose the Sovict proposals for 
allround disarmament and the 
conclusion of a peace pact be-

“THE FIRST LESSON”. 

Mr Mikhailov quoted Stalin 
for -the statement that "the 
first lesson to be learned by 
every worker and pensant is 
that wo are. sutrounded by 
people; countries and govern- 
ments who openly proclaim 
thelr hostility to us.” 

He said Stalin olso exploded 

the theory’ that the class war 
was to peter out as the Com- 
munist regime became stronger 
and Sovict sogiety became more 
and more classless. 
People holding such views 
“can have nothing to do. with 
our party,” Mr  Milchallov 
quoted Stalin-as saying. 

“They are ‘traitors or fools 
who must be ousted. lke ver- 
min; the Nqguldation of classes
